As a summer sport, listening to radio 


In the first 
place the conditions of transmission are 
not as good as in cold weather: and on top 
of that, up »o April 1 last year there were 
only 137 broadcasting stations in the 
country, many of them so inferior in their 
programs lhat the chief effort of the ama- 
teur was to "get over" them and catch 
something else.

"Washington reports that the number of 
licensed broadcasters has jumped to 500, 
all of ihem furnishing an excellent and 
Tcsrular sen-ice.

of. tho large areas which last summer 
could catch hardly anything worth while 
there is only one place in the United 
States which is not within ioO miles of 
a good broadcasting station, and 90 per 
cent of the national area is within a 100- 
mile radius of such a planl. 
The wea- 


ther's reduction in distance wilLjiot cut 
anybody out of his"evening's entcrtaiu- 
ment; it will merely reduce the number 
of stations between which he may choose. 


The great progress in" summer radio 


will come when a cheap and workable 
outfit can be packed in a case and carried 
as hand baggage, like a small typewriter 
or a cottage phonograph, to resort and 
forest and wilderness. 


A NOVEL ECONOMIC THEORY 
"Why is it that imports have been in- 


creasing more than the exports? The 
high tariff should, it would seem, bar out 
imports. That is what most of us believe. 
There is another plausible theory, and 
many facts support it. at least to an ex- 
tent, and it is that extremely high import 
duties establish extremely high prices, 
with the result that exportation is re- 
stricted. 
On the other hand, high and 


rising prices attract imports. It is a the- 
ory worth thinking about seriously, as 
there is obviously considerable merit to 
it. 
It is another argument for a scienti- 


fic, flexible tariff. 


WHERE MONEY GOES 


"Without a single cent of outside invest- 


ment except in one company, the copper 
industry of America expanded in smelt- 
ing capacity from 20.000,000 tons of 
ore to 22,500.000 tons between 1915 
and 19IS. in refining capacity from 1,- 
728.000.000 to 2.794.000,000 pounds, 
and in total copper production from 1,- 
250.000.000 to 2.000.000.000 pounds- 


This tremendous investment in new 


machinery and plant during the war peri- 
od was made by the people who owned 
the companies and who. instead of taking 
dividends, turned the money back into 
the industry. They did it at the expense • 
of personal luxuries they could have h^.d 
for the voting. Most of this ambitious 
investment of savings and profits was 
sheer loss, for the principal result was an 
overproduction crisis. But the American 
and world public naturally reaped the 
benefit. 


Similar courageous and self-denying 


reinvestment of earnings occurred in iron 
and steel and in zinc mining. It is scarce- 
ly necessary to point to such fortunes as 
the revolving of funds back into indus- 
try, creating more wages and producing 
more materials, with only enough saved 
out for reasonably frugal living on the 
part of owners: or Henry Ford's, which 
goes into the new plants and railroads 
and other ventures as fast as it is made. 


It is this quality of initiative and the 


ambition to risk which gives us quantity 
production at great efficiency. 
Detract- 


ors of-"the present economic order" have 
builded a myth that the nation's capital 
is wantonly and inefficiently spent, or 
hoarded away to create shortages and 
bigger profits. 
A glance around us—at 


Fords and phones, at railroads and sky- 
scrapers and all the hundreds of home 
commodities manufactured here as in no 
other country on earth—gives them the 
lie. Prof. Oswald K. Knauth. whose fig- 
ures on copper are quoted above, remarks 
that "the magnified desire of American 
business men to expand their business at 
the, expense of personal savings and even 
comforts has become a national character- 
istic in the same sense that family thrift 
and saving is strikingly exemplified in 
France." 


Most of America's money goes, not. in- 


to extravagance nor into the coffers of 
misers, but back into industry.

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American Traveler Is 


Shocked At Absence Of 
\ 


Sanitation In Europe 


Sewers, Water Systems And 


Bathrooms U n k n o w n To 
Some Places—United States 
Army Gave Others Powerful 
Lesson In Cleanliness 


The. lack of sanitation is possibly 


the most outstanding single feature in 
foreign lands. It is a pity that this 
should be so but we Americans have 
a much more- developed sense along 
this line than most Europeans do and 
It often hides or obliterates what we 
should see In 'foreign peoples. It re- 
minds one of the college girl who had 
just^graduated and she was asked 
what outstanding experience in col- 
]pge had left the most lasting impres- 
sion on her mind, in the four years of 
college life. 
One would surely think 


(he answer would hail from the realm 
of the intellectual, moral or spiritual 
life but this girl bithely replied that 
the outstanding event was when she 
and two other girls had a hilarious 
time one day in their room of the dor- 
mitory and in the scuffle they upset 
a bottle of ink which was spilled all 
over the brick wall on the outside of 
the building and as a penalty they 
had to spend a whole Saturday on lad- 
ders taking the ink stains off the 
wall.. 


' 
Thus some such apparently minor 


thing as a lack of sanitation bobs in 
one's rnind the first thing in reflect- 
ing on foreign countries a good deal 
as the ex-emperor of Germany exper- 
ienced while in Jerusalem in 189S. The 
Turkish authorities had torn down 
the Jaffa gate in the city known as 
t he Beautiful, they had actually swept 
some of the streets and sprinkled 
them because they had heard that in 
Germany they, washed the streets at 
night, but after the emperor had walk- 
ed through the city he said: "I have 
seen much dirt and filth in my day 
but never so much on one heap. 


Those of us who have been in Je- 


rusalem will corroborate this and one 
should not enter the average city of 
Palestine if you want to retain th» 
old time pictures of the Holy land 
with all its beauty, spiritual .halo and 
religious atmosphere. Take the home- 
less dogs for example, in Jerusalem 
There were 4,000 of them in my day. 
You, who have never seen them, know 
nothing of how these poor creatures 
look. They are diseased and filthy. 
In Constantinople they had until re- 
cently 27.000 of them and I counted 
113 of them in the carrion 
district 


somewhat outside the city where they 
lived off the carcasses of hogs, sheep, 
horses and other decayine animals. 


ROAM IX PACKS 


Such a, scene is indescribable. These 


dogs lived in little republics for some 
reason. Each republic had a, pack 
that had closed relationship bV -rub- 
bing noses in some ( way and any 
strange do? that entered their terri- 
tory was" challeneged so that now and 
'then one would see a dead dog in cer- 
tain districts which had succumbed 
through the onslaught of the rest of 
pack because he had invaded foreign 
territory. These dogs were the scav- 
engers of the street; they were the 
sanitary police. 
No bits of food es- 


caped them and to see many of them 
so diseased that the ha'ir had fallen 
from them, made more of an impres- 
rion on some of us than the tree 
where Judas hanged himself, or the 
tomb of Absalom. And these animals 
were amenable to the friendship of 
men: we petted some of them and fed 
them, but in their filth they were very 
jealous and could not stand the pet- 
ting 
of 
even 
tho°e belonging to 


the same republic. 
We asked some of the natives why 


such Hordes of dogs were kept and 
were told that the Mohammedan re- 
| liglon forbade the killing of dogs and 


that there was something sacred 
about them' 1ik» the ancient Germans 
believed, when they always brought in 
a dog at the death-bed of their own. 
because they had an instinctive belief 
that the dog would find the way when 
no one else was able to do so. I at- 
tended a lecture in Basel, Switzerland, 
some years aco in which a Turk spoke 
"^on the Mohammedan 
religion 
and 


'someone asked him th» «i"cstion why 
the Mohammedans always called the 
Christians "dogs" nnd this man adroit- 
ly evaded the question and passed it 
off by saying that "the Mohammedan 
people will cease callirie Christians 
"dogs" as soon as Christian people 
refrain from calling their does "Sul- 
tan." 


The first thine the English did 


when they got into Jerusalem was to 
send out the sanitary sound. Some 
limes it would seem that the Anglo- 
Saxon has the greatest 
scent for 


cleanliness of any people in Europe. 
Our American boys gave Europe a. les- 
son in sa"ni:ation its peopl" nev»r for- 
got. w« were told repeatedly that 
the camps whew our boy.« were housed 
were' veritable obj^t I'-ssons <tf clean- 
liness. The English took imny a cue 
frnrn us and from som* correspond- 
ence that comes to me from Jerusa- 
J^m. it if Interesting to not« that the 
first thine don* !n the city was to 
<5ic a s-ew*r and to eel a water sup 
ply. 


HAS NO WEI,J,S 


Jerusalem ha* no wolls. It is sit- 


mred 2.541 feet ahov« «!4\a level on a 
solid rock. The water we dranfc was 
from cisterns that caught and stored 
the water, in rainy seasons. There 
ww* no tefl<*t or hathror>ms. Streets 
and alleys were used I1*' the native*

the city gates where the offal and 
other refuse was taken to be cremated 
and these fires were kept burning 
night and day. It was referred tol>y 
the Master of men when he used the 
Greek word Gehenna or Hades where 
the spirit never dies and the fire :s 
never quenched. The root idea of th:s 
fire was cleansing: purging with fire 
was a very well known simile of sani- 
tation' not literally but spiritually so 
that many today believe in purga- 
tory: in fact all people do. only we are 
not agreed as to whether it is here or 
hereafter—the location bothering us 
in the dispute. Gehenna is still found 
in Jerusalem and the English have 
triplicated the places for sanitary safe- 
ty and possibly- have disposed of the 
dogs also, for to use an American 
phrase the city was a "dog-gone" town. 


CHURCH WAS UNCLEAN 


While meditating on Jerusalem it 


may not be out of place to refer to the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre-. Th» 
reader may be aware that three con- 
fessions worship there, the Latins or 
Roman Catholics, the .Greek 
church 


and the Armenian church. So jealous 
have- all -these confessions been of the 
church that when the lamps were 
nuns the three confessions alternated 
their lamps, first the Latin then the 
Greek and then the Armenian and so 
on down. 
And for fear that any 


sacred dust might be washed away 
they have not scrubbed the sanctu 
ary, we are told, in any but the most 
accessible rarts. It looks as though 
the filth and dust of the ages has ac- 
cumulated so that you often wish a 
shower bath could deluge the place 
and rid the sanctuary of some of the 
unmentionable odors that naturally 
accumulate through a lack of water. 


This is true of so many of the coun, 


tries like Arabia. Egypt, Greece "and 
oriental countries, where water doe? 
not abound. We who are accustomed 
to have copious rains with the wonder^ 
ful refreshing smells that come from 
clover fields, from lawns and from 
fields of grain, have, no conception of 
what these countries smell like that 
do not have water. 
"We would go 


hours and hours in Egypt without a 
drink of water for the water there 
comes from the Nile river and some- 
times it is contaminated and many of 
the Americans have contracted typhoid 
fpver and have spent weeks in some 
of their hot hospitals. 


Drinking water is a method of sani- 


tation, too. The average person does 
not drink enough and we American? 
drink more than the rest for we want 
water at every meal. 
This is one 


(thing that the Europeans could not 
understand in us. that we always 
wanted 
water. 
In 
Germany and 


France we more than once paid for 
the waterion the same, .basis as wine 
and'beer'which are on the table- Just 
as our water pitcher'is found an ever 
nresent companion in times of thirst. 
On the dining cars in Germany they 
absolutely refused to serve, water be- 
cause they only had enough to make 
tea or coffee. The 
writer 
recalls 


that on a 66 day journey 
through 


Egypt and Palestine he drank onlv 
two glasses of water, ordering the 
soft drinks, coffee and tea. though 
light wines are in abundance for those 
addicted to alcohol. 


Originally it was the 
purpose of 


,his story to deal with mor<v of the 
sanitary, arrangements or the lack 
of them In some of the countries we 
recently visited, and with the oriental 
:ountrles»out of the way. let us pro- 
ceed to some of thi> lands more famll- 
ar to us. • 


Ireland Impressed ,us as unsanitary, 


possibly as much as any country of 
X'orth Europe. True 
all European 


countries are 
unsanitary from our 


point of view but Ireland Is somewhat 


nfortunate. It Is true they were not 


at their best a few months ago. They 
nave been raising up revolutionists in 
«ix years, their cities were crippled In 
a dozen ways 
and raising 
fighter* 


means that the raising of the sanitary 
squad is forgotten. The street clean- 
ing was perfunctory. If there was any. 
The floors of the stores had indescnb- 
,ble filth. They appeared as though 
they had not seen 
water for years 


save that which ^was sprinkled on it 
to lay the dust.' The meat markets 
were wide open. The custom of hang- 
ing up the meats on the outside to ad- 
vertise them, is carried out by-all good 
Irishmen and even in England. The- 
flies "and the dust 
blown 
from 


the street were all there doing full 
duty. One seldom ate meat with a 
relish in Ireland after seeing it thus 
exposed. Here meats are kept in the 
most sanitary way: there it is handled 
and transports in the streets in a 
way that would never be tolerated in 
America. It will take decades of train- 
ing to bring them where we are. 


DEPOTS DIRTY 


The railway depots in Ireland par- 


ticularly are unsanitary 
to the ex- 


tieme and this can be said of the av- 
erage station in England and France. 
Germany once prided herself with 
washing streets and public places but 
since the close of the war there has 
been a breakdown in the morale of 
the peop'e and the average place! has 
been surrendered to King Filth, trie 
prince of all diseases. Often this is 
due .to the fact that there is not an 
?bundance of water and it can then 
bo easily explained why things have 
to be subjected to such an accumula- 
tion of debris. 


Take again the average home you 


visit. 
Where will you find a bath- 


room in'the average English home? 
You never get 'a bath free" of charge 
in England or the continent. _. Baths 
are found in hotels and very seldom 
a room with a bath, and there in only 
the most high priced hotels. The rea- 
son for this is. most of the European 
cities have been built a long while. To 
put in a sewerage system and a water 
system, say in some of the smaller 
towns.'would entail a cost impossible 
to bear even for 20 years to come. 


We recall in one hotel in Edinburg 


we had a meter with a slot for a com 
for the bath and the com we placed 
was 6 pence 
and warm 
water ap- 


peared and filled the tub with about 
6 inches and lo arid behold,, then it 
stopped. 
No! it was not boiling hot 


water but Just worm. The tub was 
the ordinary'tin tub that' had the 
washings of a decade upon Its-slirfacc 
and It was not over comfortable. Nor 
arc the English bathrooms heated for 
tho practice is to take a hot bath in 
winter and come out steaming into the 
cold and giving yourself a vigorous 
rubdown after the oblation. 


KITCHENS UNTIDY 


Kitchens always interest us. There 


is a reason. 
Americans believe that 


a woman who can manage a kitchen 
and a husband is the prJma donna of 
American citizenry.

were

70 different, trades in 


which lead was used. 


"The making, of white lead, 
the 


smelting, 
nianufacture 
of 
storage 


batteries, practically all piping and 
plumbers' supply trades, the printers' 
and pottery glazing, all rank as dan- 
gerous trades, because of their danger 
of poisoning the worker.

is 


danger, too, in the manufacture.' of 
aniline dyes, and the- making of felt 
hats in which nitrate ot-mercury is 
used.
